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INDUSTRIAL ACCn)ENTS AS A WAR LOSS 

Now that the United States is at war, the fundamental necessity 
of eliminating these conditions that are responsible for the occurrence 
of industrial accidents is driven home most sharply. 

As a war loss, the loss is just as great to the United States whether 
a man is killed or maimed while working on the forging or machining 
of shrapnel shells in the factory, by a dough mixer in a bakery, a belt, or 
pulley in a flour mill, digging coal in a mine, c^erating a hay-baler or 
threshing machine on a farm, or whether he is killed or maimed by the 
bursting of the enemies' shrapnel. 

In other words, the existence of those conditions that are responsi- 
ble for the occurrence of industrial accidents is a potent ally to those 
with whom the United States is now at war, and to what extent is dem- 
onstrated by an analysis of the industrial accidents occurring to Ohio 
employes that were reported to the Industrial Commission of Ohio for 
the year period ended May 15, 1916. 

Within this single year there were reported to the Commission a 
total of 114,567 injuries, 453 of which resulted fatally, 2,116 in per- 
manent disabilities, and 111,998 in temporary disabilities. 

These 453 deaths represented the equivalent of the entire wiping 
out of over four military companies of 100 men each; the permanently 
disabling of 21 companies, all of whom are now made ineligible for en- 
listment, and the temporary disablement of 1,120 companies.

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JUST WHY HAS THERE NOT BEEN MORE CONSTRUCTIVE 

HEADWAY MADE IN ACCIDENT PREVENTION 

WORK IN THE UNITED STATES? 

In the single year 1916 there occurred in the State of Ohio 166,000 
industrial accidents, or an average of 553 accidents (a) per day (b), 
in the State of Pennsylvania 250,000, an average of 833 per day, and 
n the State of New York 300,000 industrial accidents, an average of 
1,000 accidents per day. 

In the single year 1916 there occurred in the United States, roughly 
calculated, 3,000,000 industrial accidents, or an average of 10,000 acci- 
dents per day, 20,000 of which were fatalities (c). 

These 3,000,000 accidents, the equivalent of one-half of the total 
population of the State of Ohio, involve a total time loss of 105,000,000 
days (d), or 350,000 years of 300 days each; a total wage loss of 
$210,000,000 (e) ; an insurance cost and production loss and a plethora 
of pain and social detriment that does not lend itself to any mathematical 
measurement or valuation. 

The infinity of these figures stager the mind when it attempts to 
grasp and comprehend their magnitude and meaning. They compel the 
inquiry, just why has there been so signal a failure to secure effective 
results in constructive accident prevention work in the United States? 

It would be unjust not to state, at this point, that some employers 
have gone to great lengths in properly equipping their plants, in carry- 
ing on educational and organization safety work, and have obtained 
remarkable results in reducing the number and seriousness of their 
accidents; in fact these companies are its pioneers and are now the most 
valuable contributors to the safety movement,. 

Before attempting to make an analysis of the foregoing condition, 
reference must be made at this point to the following: — On October 
13, 1914, the Industrial Commission of Ohio secured the services of 
Mr. Victor T. Noonan as Safety Engineer for the Commission, It is 
wholly unnecessary to refer to Mr. Noonan's diligent and sedulous work

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since that time. The degree to which his work in the future will be 

made of more intensive value will subsequently be made clear. 

The Industrial Commission of Ohio has recently taken an action, 
which, when carried out, it is believed will make a valuable contribution 
toward the solution of the industrial accident problem as applied to the 
State of Ohio. 

The entire industrial accident statistics of the State have been 
brought directly under the Actuarial Department of the Commission, 
thereby permitting of a direct coordination of the actuarial and statistical 
work. 

Each individual injuiry that is reported to the Commission is 
thoroughly analyzed as to cause, nature, time loss and cost, the result 
of which analysis is carried to an individual card, whereupon the same 
is directly correlated with the six months' payroll of the classification 
of the individual employer within the six months' period in which the 
accident occurred. 

Now, just what has there been actomplished by this correlation? 
Simply this: A basis is at once created whereby the number of acci- 
dents or frequency on the one hand, and the time loss or severity on 
the other, can and will be reduced to a frequency and severity rate per 
$100,000 of earned payroll as applied first, — to each of the classifications 
under which the different industrial operations of the State fall; and, 
second, to each individual classification of each of the 20,000 employers 
of the State who are under the Ohio Workmen's Compensation Law. 

This reduces the accident record of each employer of the State for 
each different six months' insurance period, to a frequency and severity 
rate per $100,000 of payroll. It reduces the frequency and severity 
rate for each classification to a rate per $100,000 of payroll. If the 
frequency rate of the individual employer exceeds the broad average 
frequency rate for his classification, it indicates at once that this em- 
ployer is having too many accidents in point of number. If his severity 
rate exceeds the broad average severity rate for his classification, the 
indication is that he is having too heavy an average time loss for his 
accidents. 

It will doubtless be wondered how the Department is going to con- 
trol such a tremendous volume of work. The Department has three 
electrically controlled sorting machines, each of which will sort the in- 
dividual cards above referred to, at the rate of 250 per minute, and two 
large capacity tabulating machines, each of which will tabulate simultane- 
ously five different items at the rate of 150 per minute. 

We have thus created a laboratory in which will be cumputed the 
rating of each of the 20,000 Ohio employers, year by year. Where the 
employer's experience establishes either an adverse frequency or severity 
rating a careful analysis will be made of the same that will' show just 
those conditions in the employer's plant or operations that have caused 
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such adverse rating. This will be available at all times to the employers, 
the Safety Director and the Workshops and Factory Department in its 
safety work, which Department has been allowed a substantial increase 
in its appropriation and in addition has an allowance for six Deputy 
Safety Engineers. 

The foregoing will provide a solid foundation for sound, systematic 
and practical accident prevention work. 

The State of Ohio is at a great advantage in effectively carrying 
out this plan, in that there is now but one insurance carrier of Work- 
men's Compensation Insurance in the State, — that being the State Plan 
itself; and the very Department in which the Ohio State Insurance 
rates are made and in which the merit rating system based solely on 
experience, is developed, is also the Department that is going to per- 
form the foregoing work. 

As is obvious, the forgoing will make an invaluable contribution 
to the actuarial calculations, and to the development of the merit rating 
system. 

It is expected to have this plan in operation by the latter part 
of the present year. 

This fair warning: While the majority of the employers of the 
State of Ohio are humane enough thafthey want, and will go to great 
lengths, to safeguard their employes from injury through inculcating 
habits of caution by education as well as by the elimination of physical 
hazards by mechanical devices, which is uncompromisingly the predomi- 
nating necessity for accident prevention ; are sagacious enough to know 
that even as a cold-blooded proposition of dollars and cents they can 
not afford to have preventable accidents, and will eagerly welcome the 
effort that is being made, as heretofore recited, to effectively cooperate 
with them in reducing their accidents to an absolute, minimum; there 
yet remains a group of employers that is notoriously reckless, and an- 
other group that is indifferent, of the safety of their employes, feeling 
that having paid their premium into the State Insurance Fund, they 
can forget about accident prevention. This solemn and fair warning 
to such employers : The merit rating system, as it exists at present, 
gives an increased rating to this group of employers. The merit rating 
system, however, is going to be diligently revised so that the revised 
rates of such group of employers will be. still further commensurate 
with their contribution in accidents. No insurance principle will be 
violated. If an employer has a temporary accidental adverse experience, 
the merit rating system in its cognizance of averages, will accommodate 
jtself to this accidental variation. But the Ohio Flan is now at a point 
where it is producing dependable averages, and where there flows from 
a given employer, a continuous adverse record as over a given period 
of exposure, it longer ceases to be accidental. On the contrary, it is 
accidental when such employer produces a temporary good experience. 
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There are then three substantial reasons why not a single employer 
of the State of Ohio can afford to have a preventable accident: 

First, — as a humanitarian principle, he can not permit : 

Second, — in the cost of his Workmen's Compensation Insurance, 
he can not afford it ; 

Third, — because of diminished production, the disturbance of his 
organizaticm, idle machinery or delayed performance, the labor turn 
over, the extreme scarcity of labor, he can no less afford it. 

In those States that have from 20 to 30 insurance companies, and 
from five to ten thousand agents, in an improvident rate war for busi- 
ness, it is next to impossible to establish an adequate statistical founda- 
tion for accident prevention purposes. Were it established, its service 
in accident prevention would be of restricted value, in view of the fact 
that the economic advantage to be derived to the individual employer 
from making use of the same is to a great degree removed. 

In Ohio, however, there is now but one Workmen's Compensation 
insurance carrier, and that is the State Plan itself. This secures that 
co-ordinated result which is absolutely necessary to secure effective 
prevention of accidents, viz. : — 

(i, — ) By the organization of a statistical laboratory in which the 
experience of every employer will annually be reduced to 
a severity and frequency rating basis, each experience be- 
ing thoroughly analyzed; 

(2, — ) The automatic elimination of every influence lending to 
reduce the economic advantage of the fullest utilization be- 
ing made of the results of this analysis. 

The following report lays no claim to contributing anything "ub- 
stantially constructive in preventing accidents, but it does present some 
very interesting and instructive facts, shows the magnitude of the in- 
dustrial accidents of the State, a general analysis of the same, and 
emphasizes the needless social and economic waste they have imposed. 

DISTRIBUTION OF ACCIDENTS 

The industrial accidents contained in this report fall under four 
divisions ; — 

First, — Those occurring to the employes o£ those employers who are sub- 
- seribers to the Ohio State Insurance Fund. These are termed 
"State Fund" claims ; 

Second, — Those occurring to the employes of those employers who have 
secured authority from the Commission to carry their own insur- 
ance. These are termed "Self Insurance" claims; 

Third, — Those occurring to employes in the service of the State and of the 
Counties of the State. These are termed "Public Employe" claims; 
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Powrth, — Those occurring to tbe employes of those eiiiplo]rers, who, having 
five or more employes, have failed to comply with the Ohio Work- 
men's Compensation Law. In such instances Section 27 of the 
Workmen's Compensation Law permits the injured employe, or his 
representative, in case of death, to bring the claim to the Industrial 
Commission for the assessment of an award directly gainst the 
employer. 

STATE FUND CLAIMS 

Of the 114,5^ claims reported to the Industrial Commission of 
Ohio for the year ended May 15, 1916, 88,323 were State Fund Claims. 
These 88,323 claims resulted as follows : 

344 in death ; 
3 in permanent total disabilities ;* 
1,682 in permanent partial disabilities; 
81,973 in temporary disabHities for more than one week; 

48.391 in temporary disabiUties for less than one week; 

82.392 TOTAL COMPENSATED CLAIMS. 

5,931 not compensated principally as the result of being so minor as to 
involve no compensation or medical cost to the Fund.

DAYS LOST, BASED UPON THE WORKING EXPECTATION OF LIFE 

These 82,392 injuries occurring within the year ended May 15, 1916, 
caused a loss of 2,890,805 days, or 9,636 years of 300 days each (a). 

In other words, if a man had started working on May 15, 7720, 
B. C, and had worked steadily 300 days each year down to May 15, 
1916, he would have just offset the time loss that has been caused by

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these 82,392 injuries that have occurred under the State Fund alone 
within the period of a single year. 

Had this employe begun work May 15, 7720, B, C, working steadily 
down to May 15, 1916, earned $600 per year, he would have earned 
a total of $600 times 9,636 years, or $5,781,600, which is a rough calcula- 
tion giving an indication of the economic loss that these industrial in- 
juries have inflicted upon the community. 

IMPORTANCE OF THE PREVENTION OF MINOR ACCIDENTS 

Few employers, if any, have taken the time to figure out the cost 
that a given accident to one of their employes reflects itself in diminished 
production, and in particular with reference to that great group of 
accidents wherein the duration is from a few hours up to four weeks. 
That is, the diminishment in production which this group of accidents 
causes as the result of the disturbance of his organization, the idle 
machine or delayed performance of the given operation, the necessity 
of breaking in a new employe for a short period, the labor turnover, 
which proposition is now greatly accentuated by the heavy drain upon 
the supply of labor. 

Yet it is precisely within this period of from a few hours' disa- 
bility to four weeks that over 90% of the accidents fall. Of the fore- 
going 82,392 State Fund claims occurring during the year ended May 
15, J916, 4,589 resulted in a disability lasting from 3 to 4 weeks; 
12,328 from 2 to 3 weeks; 10,509 from i to 2 weeks; and 48,391 for 
one week or less, making a total of 75,817. 

This group of accidents inflicts a severe economic loss upon both 
the employe and employer, and effective results will never be secured 
in preventing accidents until those conditions are removed which cause 
their occurrence. That condition which caused a death, with but the 
shghtest trifle of a variation, would have caused only a minor injury 
in the majority of cases. In consequence, when a workman comes into 
the presence of those conditions that cause minor injuries, there always 
exists the speculative danger of death, which an accidental coordina- 
tion will produce. 

In other words, remove those conditions which cause the minor 
accidents, and the occurrence of the majority of the serious accidents 
will automatically have been prevented. 

A vital importance of the foregoing is to point out an erroneous 
tendency on the part of safety engineers, namely, to attempt to con- 
centrate their efforts upon the eradication of these conditions that 
cause the serious accidents of this group. This procedure is defensible 
for powder manufacturers, electric light and power companies, coal 
mines, heavy construction, where the frequency of the serious accidents 
is essentially high. But it is a serious mistake when applied to that 
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greatly predominating group of industries and payroll Involving only 
minor and average hazards. 

INFECTED INJUKIES. 

Any capable and conservative safety engineer, after making an 
analysis of the 82,392 injuries that have been reported to the Industrial 
Commission for the year ended May 15, 1916, will say without reserve 
that 50% of the same were clearly preventable. 

No clearer demonstration is given of the needless social and 
economic loss of these 82,392 injuries than is revealed by an analysis 
of the infections that have followed therefrom. 

Of these 82,392 injuries, 8,877 resulted in infection. That is, .out 
of eveiy 9 injuries* i became infected. 

These 8,877 infected injuries cost the Fund a total of $460,343. 

These 8,877 infections resulted as follows ; — 

27 in death; 

32 in the total loss of eye; 

28 in the partial loss of eye; 

2 in the entire loss of arm; 

3 in the total loss of hand; 

1 in the partial loss of hand; 
3 in the total loss of leg; 

2 in the total loss of foot; 
67 in the total loss of fingers; 
88 in the partial loss of fingers; 

9 in the total loss of toes; 
8,615 in increased temporary disabilities. 

EXCESS COST OF INFECTED INJURIES. 

Few, in fact it is very doubtful if any, of these 27 injuries would 
have resulted fatally had infection been prevented; few, if any, of the 
235 injuries would have resulted in total or partial loss of eye, arm, 
hand, leg, foot, finger, toe, had not infection set in; and the severity 
of the remaining 8615 temporary disabilities in which infection de- 
veloped, would have been greatly diminished had the infection been 
prevented. 

Computed on the basis of the working expectation of life, as 
explained on page 81 (see foot note), the average time loss of these 
8,877 infected injuries develop a total time loss of 257,241 days, or an 
average of 29 days; whereas, the average time loss per nonfatal claim 
where no infection is present, is 12 days. 

It is, therefore, believed that it is fairly dependable to say that if 
these 8,877 infected injuries, which cost the Fund $460,343 had been 
free of infection they would have cost the Fund 12/29 of $460,343, or 
$190,049. On the basis of this computation the excess cost of these 

•To be more exact, 85. 
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- 8,877 infections is $460,343 less $190,049, or $270,294. That is, a 
prompt, simple and inexpensive first aid treatment of these 8,877 '"" 
juries that became infected, the total cost of which would have been 
less than $20,000, would have saved the subscribers to the Fund one- 
quarter million of dollars in the single year ended May 15, 1916; and 
what is incomparably more important, it is most probable that 27 
workmen would now be alive that are dead, 6d workmen would have 
full vision that now have but partial vision ; 235 workmen would prob- 
ably have been only temporarily disabled who are now permanently 
disabled; and 8,615 would probably have had only minor injuries who 
have had to suffer the aggravation of infections. 

This exhibit provides a splendid index as to what remains to be 
accomplished in the State of Ohio in the field of accident prevention.* 



DEPENDENCY 

The 344 cases that were State Fund claims resulted as follows: — 
229 involved a total dependency, leaving 614 dependents ; 

54 involved a partial dependency, leaving 127 dependents; 

61 involved no dependency.

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NATURE OF INJURIES BY CAUSE 

By far the greatest number of the 82,392 State Fund claims were 
cuts, punctures and lacerations. Distributing these 82,392 claims by 
nature of injury, there were; —

Bruises 13,962 or 17.0% 

Burns and scalds 6,654 or 8.1% 

Sprains and strains 6,034 or 75%

Concussions 110 or 0.1% 

All others 14,625 or 17.8% 

NUMBER OF ACCIDENTS BY CAUSE 

There is a popular impression that the majority of accidents occur 
in connection with machinery, the error of which is demonstrated by 
the following distribution of the 82,392 State Fund Claims, tabulated 
by cause : — 

Accidents due to objects (falls of, handling, collision 

with, etc.) : 29,060 or 35.3% 

Accidents due to machinery 26,079 or 31.6% 

Accidents due to nature of malcrial used 7,555 or 9.2% 

Accidents due to hand tools 7,509 or 9.1% 

Accidents due to falls of persons 6,777 or 8.2% 

Accidents due to transportations 1,711 or 2.1% 

Accidents due to great weights and strains 1,564 or 1.9% 

Accidents due to animals 645 or 0.8% 

Accidents due to causfs otherwise classified 1,491 or 1.8% 

It will be seen from the foregoing that only 31.6%, or less than 
one-third of the 82,392 State Fund Claims occurred in connection with 
power machinery of every description. 

While the fact that 31.6% of the accidents did occur in connection 
with the machinery, is sufficient to emphasize the importance of the 
use of safeguards and safety devices, at the same time the fact that 
68.4% of the accidents resulted from other causes, demonstrates that 
an employer has only started his accident prevention program, when 
he has safeguarded his machinery; that unsafe practices contribute far 
more injuries than unguarded machinery; and that the greatest results 
in accident prevention are to be accomplished by education and or- 
ganization.
